Applicant's admitted Prior Art (APA). 

The disclosed embodiment of the present invention pertains ,0 a horizontal-axis 
e.ectrical machine which includes a casing reinforced by casing ribs. The casing is 
subdivided into a bottom casing section and a removab.e top casing section. The castng 
inc H,des a laminated stator core which is braced in bearing rings. The bearing rings are 
arranged perpendicular to the longitudinal axis of the machine and are separated apart from 
one another and are resihently connected a. a plurality o, points of their outer 

fixedly adjusted securing means, which during transportation of the machine, limit the axtal 
Native movement between the laminated stator core or the bearing rings in the bottom 
casing section, and during operation ensure a free expansion of the wanner laminated stator 
eore with respect ,0 the colder casing. These features are defined in independent Claim 1. 

As described in the background of the invention, a problem existed in prior an 
electrica. machines which use transpon arresting screw joints. Transpon arresting screw 
jota ,s have been used .0 avoid high mechanical stresses due ,0 considerable acceleration of 
forces which can occur between a laminated stater core and the casing. While the transport
